Ferndale Hardy Ferns 


Hardy ferns are some of the most useful 
plants for landscaping and foundation plant- 
ings. They are especially well adapted for 
foundation plantings along the shady side of 
buildings where few other plants succeed. 
They form a suitable combination with wild 
flowers and shrubs, and add charm to the 
shady garden nook. 


Maidenhair Fern (Adiantum pedatum). Tressy-soft spread- 
ing frond umbrellas atop a very slender, polished, mahog- 
any stem, 10-15 inches high. Porch, foundation, shrubbery 
planting; ordinary soil; very adaptable; ample shade. Each 
35c; 10 for $2.75. 


_ Lady Fern (Athyrium felix-femina). One of the most desirable 
ferns. Does well under varying conditions, in border or 
foundation planting, on hillsides, in sun or shade. Each 
30c; 3 for 75c; 10 for $2.00. 


Interrupted Fern (Osmunda claytoniana). Graceful spray of 
| fronds, 2-3 feet long; rockery, foundations, specimen plant- 
ing; very drought resistant; some shade during day; widely 
adaptable. Each 40c; 3 for $1.00. 


Hayscented Fern (Dennstedtia punctilobula). Grows to two 
feet high, of spreading habit. Plant in rich porous soil in 
sun or shade. Excellent for border planting. Each 30c; 3 
for 75c; 10 for $2.00. 


Cinnamon Fern (Osmunda cinnamomea). A large fern grow- 
ing to a height of 2 to 4 feet. Fronds droop and often eight 
inches wide. Grows in moist soil but will do well in com- 
mon garden culture in semi-shade. Each 40c; 3 for $1.00; 
10 for $2.75. Weigh one pound or more each packed. 


Royal Fern (Osmunda regalis)—MS Our third member of the 
Osmunda family. Completely different from Cinnamon and 
Interrupted. Fronds are deeply cut like mountain ash. Pale- 
green foliage, growing 2 to 3 feet in height. Prefers moist, 
shady location. Can be grown in shallow, still water or 
boggy soil. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $2.75. 


Christmas Fern (Polystichum acrostichoides). An evergreen 
fern with dark green, leathery fronds 12 to 18 inches tall 
that appear each spring and remain green all summer and 
winter. Very valuable for shady and semi-shady locations. 
Will also grow indoors. Each 35¢; 3 for $1.00. 


Sensitive Fern (Onoclea sensibilis). Lush, succulent, primitive 
fronds. Erect fruiting stalk turns brown, remains all 
winter, 8-16 inches; moist, open ground. Each 40c; 10 for $4. 


Ostrich Fern (Pteris nodulosa). This fern is called “The Palm 
of the North.” Fronds are six to 10 inches wide and grows 
to a height of 3 or 4 feet and often higher. Thrives along 
streams in rich, porous soil which is subjected to overflow 
in spring. Will multiply by runners when planted in rich 
porous soil. Thrives in sun or shade and gives universal 
Satisfaction. Plant to depth of half of crown and muich 
well with grass clippings or leaf mold. Fach 30¢;. 3. for

Polypodium, Common (Polypodium vulgare)—RS Fronds 4 to 6 
inches long spreading in dense masses on rocks in shade 
or semi-shade on steep hillsides. Keep them well watered 
until established. Sold in squares of about 6 inches. Each

Cypripedium (Lady Slipper or Moccasin Flower) 


Wild Flowers 


Anemone canadensis (Windflower). An attractive plant 12 to 
16 inches in height producing pure white flowers in May. 
Grows in sun or light shade. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3. 


Aquilegia canadensis (Wild Columbine). Very hardy plant 
which grows 24 to 30 inches tall. Flowers are red with 
yellow corolla, borne on many branching stems in late 
April and May. Grows well in sun or shade. Each 35c; 
3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Arisaema triphyllum (Jack-in-the-Pulpit). The flowers ap- 
pear in April and May. Produces large attractive leaves 
and a large seed-cluster of red berries. Height 12 to 16 
inches. Prefers a moist, shady locations. Each 35c; 3 
for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Actaea alba (White Baneberry). Very beautiful plant. The 
stalk and leaf-stems are reddish and the leaves are lance- 
shaped and spreading. White flowers in racemes on the 
2 to 215-foot stems, followed by white berries. Grows in 
shade. Each 40c; 3 for $1.20; 10 for $4.00. 


Rubra (Red Baneberry). Very similar to the white form. 
Flowers are followed by large clusters of red berries. Grows 
in shade. Each 40c; 3 for $1.20; 10 for $4.50. 


Asarum canadense (Wild Ginger). Low-growing plant 4 to 6 
inches high with round leaves on hairy stems. Flowers of 
rich maroon are borne close to the ground during April. 
Grows in shade. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Dicentra exemia (Fringed or Fern Leaf Bleeding Heart). A 
very short plant growing to a height of 12 to 18 inches. 
Foliage delicately cut. Blooms all summer. While a native 
of the Great Smoky Mountains in the Carolinas, it is per- 
fectly hardy in Minnesota. Each 50c; 3 for $1.40; 10 for $4.00. 


Caltha palustris (Marsh-Marigold). Does best planted where 
soil is very moist; will grow in drier soil but with less 
vigor. Flowers are rich yellow, borne in clusters on short 
stems well above the ground. Blooms in May. Maximum 
height 12 to 16 inches. Will grow in sun or shade. Each 
35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Campanula rotundifolia (Bluebells of Scotland; Harebell.) 
Slender, reclining stems, 6 to 10 inches long. Very adaptable 
to soil and light. Each 40c; 12 for $4.00. 


Convallaria majalis (Lily of the Valley). Flowers white, very 
Sweet scent. Damp soil, shade. Red berries. Spreads, 6 
inches high; some shade. Each 65c clump; 10 for $5.00. 


CYPRIPEDIUM 


Cypripedium acaule (Pink Lady Slipper). Plants have large 
leaves and a strong flower-stalk 10 to 12 inches high. The 
large slipper is rose-pink in color. Blooms in May. Grows 
in shade. Soil should be acid for best results. Each 175c; 
3 for $2.00; 10 for $6.00. 


Pubescens (Yellow Lady Slipper). Very vigorous grower at- 
taining a height of 12 to 16 inches. Plants have oblong 
pointed leaves and pretty little yellow slippers with brown 
strings in May. Very striking. Grows in light shade. Each 
75c; 3 for $2.00; 10 for $6.00. 


Spectabile (Showy Lady Slipper). The large species 18 to 24 
inches tall. Oblong leaves and downy plant stems. Large 
white slippers flecked crimson. Blooms in May. Plant in 
moist shade. Each 75c; 3 for $2.00; 10 for $6.00. 


Dicentra cucullaria (Dutchman’s Breeches). Tiny white pant- 
lets, upsidedown on stem, about 8 inches high. Moist shade; 
woods loam, or sandy acid soil. Each 35c; 3 for $1; 10 for $3. 


Dodecatheon Meadia (Shooting Star). The leaves are pro- 
duced close to the ground. Very pretty orchid and pink 
cyclamen-like flowers are borne in clusters on slender wiry 
stems 12 to 16 inches tall. Will grow in sun or shade. Each 
35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Erythronium albidum (Adders Tongue). Green mottled leaves 
and white lily-shaped flowers on 6 to 8 inch stems in April. 
Grows in sun or shade. Each 30c; 3 for 80c; 10 for $2.50. 


Americanum (Trout Lily). Green mottled leaves; bright yel- 
low flowers on 6 inch stems during April. Grows in shade. 
Each 30c; 3 for 90c; 10 for $2.40. 


Hardy Wild Flowers 


Epigaea repens (Trailing Arbutus). Excellent ground-btover 
4 to 6 inches tall. Leaves are thick and long lasting. Clusters 
of very fragrant light pink flowers are borne in early spring. 
Grows in shade in a well-drained, strongly acid soil. Each 
65c; 3 for $1.75; 10 for $5.50. 


Gaultheria procumbens (Wintergreen). Shiny oval leaves 
make this plant a beautiful ground-cover. Pinkish white 
flowers are produced in late spring followed by bright red 
berries. Whole plant is aromatic with oil of wintergreen. 
Height 4 to 6 inches. Thrives in woodland gardens in acid, 
humus-rich soil. Each 45c; 3 for $1.20; 10 for $4.00. 


Gentiana Andrewsi (Bottle Gentian). One of the hardiest 
of the Gentian family, growing 12 to 16 inches high. Flowers 
of deep blue are closed like buds that never open, giving 
them the appearance of a bottle. They are produced in a 
cluster at the top of the plant. Grows in sun or shade.

Geranium maculatum (Cranesbill). Attractive plant with 
leaves that resemble bedding geraniums. Large single deep 
pink flowers. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Hepatica triloba (Hepatica, Round-Lobed; Liverwort). Early 
flowers, many shades of blue to whitish, March to May. 
Adapts to indoors; rockery; partial shade, acid loam. Each 
35c; 3 for $1.00. 


Iris cristata (Crested Iris). One of the smallest iris, only 3 
to 6 inches high. A native of the Blue Ridge Mountains, 
but, perfectly hardy in the north. Profusion of amethyst 
flowers in May. Each 40c; 3 for $1.10. 


Liatris Pycnostachia (Kansas Gay Feather). A strong grow- 
ing perennial reaching a height of 3 to 5 feet. Flowers small 
tufts of rose-purple closely set on tall spike. Useful for 
cutting. Thrives in poor, sandy soil in full sun. Each 35c; 
3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Scariosa (Blazing Star). Very similar to Pycnostachia but 
growing not so tall and flowers not so closely set on spikes. 
For poor, sandy soil in full sun. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3. 


Lobelia cardinalis (Cardinal Flower). Grows in marshy places 
but will do well in hardy borders and gardens if kept well 
watered. Velvety red flowers on spikes 3 to 4 feet in height, 
during August and September. Grows in sun or shade. 
Each 40c; 3 for $1.10; 10 for $3.50. 


Mertensia virginica (Bluebells). Pink and blue buds open 
into blue bell-shaped flowers, produced freely in large clus- 
ters on 12 to 16 inch fleshy stems. Leaves are large, oval 
and light green. Blooms in late April and May. Easy to 
grow. Very pretty when grouped with tulips, planted among 
shrubbery, or naturalized in wooded areas. Each 35¢c; 3

Mitchella repens (Partridge Berry). A beautiful evergreen 
ground-cover. Height 3 to 6 inches. Fragrant white and 
Soe flowers are produced in late spring, followed by 

right red fruits. Desirable in woodland gardens and as a 
ground-cover under acid-soil shrubs. Each 55c; 3 for $1.60;

Orchis spectabilis (Showy Orchis). Two smooth shining leaves 
4 to 8 inches long proceed from the base of the plant. A 

single stem 5 to 9 inches high carries several fragrant flowers. 
The mauve-purple sepals and petals are grouped to form 
a hood above the white lip. Grows best in neutral to moder- 
ately acid soil that is damp and rich in humus. Each 55c;

Phlox divaricata (Phlox, Wild Blue). Evergreen. Blue flowers, 
April, May; grows 6 to 12 inches in open shade. Multiple 
stems; for rock garden; average soil, damp, and drained. 
Each 55c; 12 for $5.50. 


Phlox ovata (Phlox, Wild Pink). Rose-pink flowers on stalks 
4 to 7 inches high, in May. Rooting stems and spreading 
foliage form gorgeous ground cover, evergreen too. Light 
shade. Each 55c; 12 for $5.50. 


Polygonatum biflorum (Solomons Seal). Tall-growing plant 
2 to 3 feet high. Little bell-shaped yellowish flowers are 
borne under the arching stem. The dark blue berries make 
the plant quite attractive during summer. Grows in light 
or full shade. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Saguinaria canadensis (Bloodroot). Small, pure-white petalled 
flower, golden center; April. Ordinary soil, some shade; 6 
to 10 inches. Each 35c; 12 for $3.00. 


Smilacina racemosa (False Spikenard). White flowers are 
borne in clusters on tip of stems, followed by clusters of 
red berries in summer. Grows in light or full shade. Each

Stellgta (False Solomons Seal). Similar to the above, except 
that leaves are narrow. Flowers are larger but fewer in 
cluster; berries larger. Grows in shade. Each Suc; 3) tor

TRILLIUMS 


Undulatum (Painted Trillium). Strong plants, 12 to 15 inches 
tall. Flowers are fairly large, white with red markings. 
Blooms in May. Grows in shade. Each 40c; 3 for $1.10; 
10 for $3.50. 


Erectum (Purple Trillium). Large broad leaves, three in a 
whorl, on thick 12 inch stems. Purplish red flower is borne 
at base of leaf stems during April. Grows in shade. Each 
40c; 3 for $1.10; 10 for $3.50. 


Grandiflorum (Large White Trillium). One of the finest and 
largest of the Trilliums. Flowers are pure white, turning 
pink at close of blooming period — late April and May. 
Prefers light or full shade. Each 40c; 3 for $1.10; 10 for $3.50. 


VIOLETS 
Viola blanda (Sweet White Violet). Each 35c; 3 for $1; 10 for $3. 


Pedata (Birds Foot Violet). Leaves are divided resembling 
a bird’s foot. Large, light blue, pansy-like flowers in late 
April and May, on 4 to 6 inch stems. Blooms heavily in 
spring, and again in the fall. Grows in sun or light shade. 
Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Pubescens (Downy Yellow Violet). Plants grow upright, 6 
to 8 inches high. Leaves are light green and somewhat 
heart-shaped; bright yellow flowers in April and May. Grows 
in shade. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00. 


Rotundifolia (Roundleaf Yellow Violet). Attractive shiny 
round leaves. Pretty yellow flowers are borne on 2 to 4 inch 
stems in late April and May. Each 35c; 3 for $1.00; 10 for $3.00.
